Tuesday marked the general move- 
ment of the troops of the Michigan 
National Guard to the annual field 
training camp at tie Hanson State 
military reservation. The movement 
this year is in the nature of an ex- 
periment. Much dissatisfaction wa’ 
expressed last year over the fact that 
go many of the organizations arriv- 
ed during the night and therefore 
had great difficulty in getting into 
camp. This year all movements as 
far as possible began the evening be- 
fore to permit the arrival of the 
troops in t,e morning and afternoon 
of the first regular day of the camp. 
From the rapidity with which the 
tents appeared the experiment is evi- 
ently a success. The final of 

owever will not be decided until it 

as been tried several times. 

A large number of ex-service men 
are to be found among the officers of 
the various regiments and separate 


organizations. There are also a 
number of new companies formed, 
which have not been in camp 


since they were discharged from ser- 
vice during the World war. There are 
hew organizations which had no ex- 
{stence under the former army orga- 
nization tables. These latter are the 
battalion headquarters companies, the 
various special troops, the brigade 
headquarters companies, the ordnance, 
ranitary and motorcycle companies. 
The addition of these new outfits to 
tie old organization has necessitated 
erection of new buildings at the 
reservation to provide for their mess 
und equipment. 

The Michigan National Guard at 
present includes the 63rd Infantry 
Brigade; the 1st Squadron, 106th Cav- 
plry; the 32nd Signal Company; 119th 
Sanitary Company; 119th Ambulance 
Co. of tre 107th Medical Regiment; 
the 10.t. “-dnance Company; 107th 
Moto cycle Co., and the various State 
Staff organizations such as the Adju- 
tant Ge 3 Department and the 
Quartermustsr Corps. The 63rd In- 
antry Brigide is cor “rised of the

up. 
"The 32nd Signal Company is install- 
ing a loud speaking radio telep. one in 
the Club ifouse, The range of this set 
ig great enough to receive from the 
broad casting stations in the vicinity 
of Detroit and Chieago.

For the first time since the Nation- 
al Guard troops have been coming to 
Grayling the jitney busses whic, oper- 
ate between Grayling and the Reser- 
vation are receiving definite official 
recognition. In effect the same sys- 
tem of regulation is being followed as 
was used at Camp Custer during the 
War. Parking places for passenger 
carrying busses have been established.

The World War also taught the im- 
portance and value of a permanent 
military police for the regulation of 
trafic within military reservations. 
For t: is purpose a military police de- 
tachment has been organized and is 
functioning in the camp. Traffic reg- 
ulations through the ‘camp are as fol- 
lows and are subject to change if 
necessity requires: Southbound traffic 
follows the railroad to the turn at the 
garage and t.en along the lake road 
around to rifle range. North-bound 
traffic from the rifle range follows the 
lake road aroun.| as far as the cross- 
road immediately adjacent to the Ad- 
ministration building, turns left and 
follows the road out through the main 
gate. No South bound traffic is per- 
mitted on the Club house road except 
such cars as have been designated as 
“Official.” It is desirous also to limit 
North bound trafic on the Club house 
road to vehicles 1sed for military pur- 
poses. No passenger carrying vehic- 
les of any kind sre permitteq on the 
kitchen road. Traffic on this road is 
limited absolutely to vehicles bearing 


supplies for the troops’ messes.

GETS NO FAVORABLE 
RESPONSE IN U..8, 


AMERICAN ATTITUDE UNCHANGED 


Secretary Mellon Deciares Government 
WIL Continue Negotiations for 
Funding of Forelgn Obligations. 


Washington—Cancellation of inter- 
allied indebtedness, as suggested by 
Great Britalg in a recent note to Euro- 
pean nations, has no place in the po- 
Hey of the United States toward war 
time advances, high treasury officials 
have declared. 

In the view of Secretary Mellon, as 
explained at the treasury, the United 
States has al] to lose and nothing to 
gain through an all around cancella- 
tion of an international war debt and 
such a suggestion has never been con- 
sidered by this government. 

The British note, according to Mel- 
lon, in no way changes the attitude of 
the United States toward the expected 
VUquidation of foreign indebtedness 
and will not alter its intention of con- 
tinuing negotiations for funding the 
foreign obligation. A 

Latest figures obtained at the treas- 
ury department showed the obligaticna 
of the various foreign governments to 
the United States, including interest, 
accrued and unpaid, is close to $12,- 
600,000,000. Of this amount Great Bri- 
tain owes $4,746,000,000. 

The loans of Great Britain to her 
allies during the war totalled $8,765,- 
496,000. This does not include $699,- 
840,000 loaned by the British govern- 
Ments to the United States, dominions 
and colonies. The total loans of the 
United States under the Liberty loan 
act, not Including unpaid interest, 
were $9,434,000,000 so that the original 
amount of the loans of the British 
Were about equal to those of the Uni- 
ted States. 7 
_ Senator McCumber, North Dakota, 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, and second in rank among the 
Republican members vf the influential 
foreign relations committee, reflected 
the overwhelming view of the major- 
ity in congress. 

“We will never cancel our war 
debts,” said Senator McCumber. 
“There is a very pronounced sentl- 
ment in the United States that our

“Iam opposed to cancellation of 
war debts," said Senator Lodge, Mas- 
sachusetts, Republican leader in the 
senate. “I favor liberal terms of set- 
tlement, however.”

A part of tis orchard 
was planted 12 years ago, and the 
remainder seven years ago and all 
is in bearing, the gross returns for 
the year being nearly $15,000, 

From 100 to 150 pickers are em- 
ployed in the orchard during the sea- 
gon and the fruit is nearly all ship- 
ped to Detroit.

If, when using the set, any 
difficulty is experienced it may be 
tuned to a different wave length by 
taking off one or two turns of the wire 
at tép or bottom, or both, of the In- 
ductance.

The 
diagram as given in Fig. 60, makes 
the wiring very plain, A being the 
rerinl, H the ground, © the ammeter, 
D the inductance, B the variable con- 
denser, F the fixed condenser, G the 
grid-leak, H the modulation transform- 
er, K the grid, L the plate, M the 
rheostat, N the choke-cofl, O the recti- 
fler, P the current transformer. 


Although practically every part of 
this set can be made, with the ex- 
ception of the ammeter, rheostat, 
micruphone, and modulation trans- 


former coil, sdll it {s almost as cheap 
and much more satisfactery to pur- 
chase the current transformer, the 
variable condenser and the choke-coil. 
The inductance D ts eusily made, the 
plate coll being wound with No. 18 
cotton {nsulated wire on a cardboard 
tube three and one-half inches fn di- 
ameter, using twenty-six turns and Is 
tapped at the thirteenth turn, The 
rerial coil is the same size of wire, 
but with only eight turns. The space 
between windings or turns should be 
about one-half inch. The choke-coll 
may be purchased as such, but an 
ordinary spark coil—using the secund- 
ary windiIng—may be used and an ald 
Ford spark coil with contact-breaker 
screwed down may be used for the 
modulation transformer. The am- 
meter used should be one of low read- 
ing scale or, tf desired, an ordinary 
8 volt flashlight bulb muy be used in- 
stend. ‘The ammeter, however, will 
give fur better results. The grid-leak 
{s an ordinary fend pencil leak of 
medium soft lead. The most difficult 
part to make fs the current rectifier, 
but even this !s very simple and 
consists merety of eight pint fruit 
jars filled with a solution of ordinary 
borax in the proportion of half a 
pound of borax to ten pints of water. 
In Alling the jars avold having any 
undissolved borax: or sediment in 
them, and fill only about three-fourths 
full, The plates consist of alternate 


lead and aluminum strips, eight of 
each alternating as shown in Fig. 61, 
und with each plate 5 x % inches. 
With this rectifier and the current 
transformer P, an ordinary 110 voit, 
60 cycle electric current may be used, 
or without these, two or three B-bat- 
terles may be used instead, but this 
is far more expensive and does not 
give as good results. Before using 
this outfit the rectifier must be treated 
to form the plates, which is accom- 
pilshed by connecting an. ordinary 50 
watt incandescent bulb and letting 
the 110 volt current run through it 
for ten or twelve hours, — 

Another pofnt to remember is al- 
ways to disconnect the high voltage 
current from the plate when not in 
use and when using the set always 
light the filament in the tube with the 
low voltage battery before turning on 
the high voltage current. The switch 
on the microphone circuit also should 
always be thrown off, thus discon- 
necting the phone from the battery, 
when not in use. To tune this set 
it Is Only necessary to adjust the 
variable condenser until the ammeter 
or flashlight shows the highest read- 
Ing, 


Gives Wireless Dope. 

Complete instructions for the bulld- 
ing of a radio receiving set have been 
Issued by the bureau of standards 
from Washington, D. C. These tn- 
structions are well and clearly writ- 
ten, contain a list of all parts neces- 
sary together with their approximate 
price, and a fine set of drawings that 
should make the construction of the 
set described a very simple matter 
for anyone. The pamphlet has been 
written especially for school children.

tiensportation rates on ad coniniedi- 
ties leaves tie vasie commodities on 
the same level with others. It has 
been the contention .f th: Anierican 
Farm Bureau Federation that the 
rate on basic commodities, whezher 
they be agricultural products or not, 
should be lower than t:2 rae on 
other products. The American Furm 
Bureau Federation will the efcre 
continue to seek further reductions 
on basic commodities antil a balance 
hus been established. 

These reductions have come as a 
direct result of the work of the Trans- 
portation Department of the Ameri- 
ean Farm Bureau Federation. Last 
tull tre first step was taken when the 
Department filed a petition with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission ask- 
ing a general reduction in freight 
rates on basic commodities. An im- 
mediate reduction of 10 to 20 per cent 
was asked and a subsequent reduct- 
ion as rapidly as economics in opera- 
ting expenses could be affected. The 
Commission wag asked to call an 
emergency hearing to consider the 
ease or to call a hearing of its own. 
The Commission called a hearing of 
its own accord and asa result the rail- 
roads granted a temporary reduction 
of 10 per cent on agricultural prod- 
ucts for a periog of six months. 

Coming as it did at a time when the 
conditions in tie United States de- 
manded drastic action, it wag appre- 
ciated by the farmers and their or- 
ganization and their appreciation was 
reflected in the immediate upward 
trend in general conditions. Indica- 
tions are that this last reduction will 
have the same general effect on the 
agricultural public.

& kinds of fruits, with a total of 20 
varieties; 15 kinds of vegetablzs, with 
a total of 30 varicties.
